HELD SIGNIFICANT 


Senate Added Amend- 
ment to Bill Giving Geor- 
gia Third Judge on the 
Federal Bench.

Washington, April 21.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—From the 
list of conferees to be announced by 
the house for final adjustment of the 
federal judiciary bill, already passed 
by both branches of congress, it is 
practically certain today that the ad- 
ditional judge given Georgia by the 
senate will be retained, and not op 
posed’ as was indicated the first of 
the week. 

According to reliable information, 
the house judiciary cémmittee has se- 
lected Representatives Volstead and 
Walsh, of Massachusetts, republicans, 
and Representative Summers, demo- 
crat, of Texas, as conferees on the 
legislation, the names having been 
sent to the speaker this afternoon for 
official announcement. 

The fact that Representative Dyer, 
republican, of Missouri, was not se- 
lected by the house committee is 
taken to mean that the bill will be 
accepted without change. The Mia- 
souri congressman is quoted as having 


declared that if he was named as one ft 


of the conferees he would move to 
strike out the Georgia provision, to- 
gether with several others, all of which 
was looked upon as the forerunner of 
a conference fight scheduled to delay 
settlement gf the measure for some 
tiggfe. 

‘mm the senate side of congress, no 
opposition to the Georgia judge is ex- 
pected, that body having added the 
state amendment to the house bill. 


Mother Suicides 
Because Her Boy 
Gets Prison Term 


New York, April 21.—Brooding 
over the fate of her son, facing @ 
20-year sentence in Sing Sing for 
robbery, Mrs. Hannah Donovan com- 
mitted suicide today after frustrating 
efforts of her neighbors to prevent 
her taking her life. 

First they found her with a razor 
in her hands, about to cut her throat, 
They tore the blade from her grasp. 
A few minutes later she climbed to 
the roof of the five-story tenement 
house in which she lived. Persons 
in the street saw her walk deliberate- 
ly to the edge. “Don’t,” they shout- 
ed. But she jumped and instantly 
was killed. 

The son, Thomas, 19, is in the 
Tombs after he and John Bulckley re- 
cently pleaded guilty to stealing more 
than $8,000 from the Capitol thea- 
ter several months ago. Judge Tal- 
ley, of general sessions, sent them 
to the Tombs to give them an oppor- 
tunity of naming their confederates. 
If the names are not revealed, he 
said, they would go up the river for 
a long term. 

Donovan’s counsel today obtained 
permission from Judge Talley for the 
vouth to attend his mother’s funeral, 
Monday, under guard.

Famous Woman Politician 
Deplores Unfairness to 
Britain by Hearst Papers. 


New York, April 21.—Lord and 
Lady Astor went to the theater to- 
night for their first amusement since 
t*eir arrival from England Wednes- 
day. Tomorrow they depart for Bal- 
timore, where Lady Astor, first 
woman member of parliament, is to 
address the Pan-American Conference 
of Women. 

This was another busy day for the 
viscountess. Most of the time she 
remained indoors at the home of her 
sister, Mrs. Charles Dana Gibson, whe 


wa’ the artist's model for the famous] 


“Gibson Girl,” There she received re- 
porters, photographers and social ¢a}l- 
ers. She answered many letters and 
then went for a walk. 

In her interview Lady Astor made 
Clear her opinion that home should 
ecme first with a woman and then 
politics, which she believed all of her 
sex should enter, at least to the ex- 
tent of voting intelligently. She said 
she considered teaching children the 
most important thing in the world. 

Slam at Lords. 

Learning that Lord Balfour had 
accepted an earldom, she said the only 
reason he cid so was because he had 
hecome too old to labor in the house 
of commons. 

Jocosely, she remarked that nobody 
in his right mind would enter the 
house of lords, turning to her hus- 
band with the query: “Would they, 
my lord?” 

Lord Astor shook his head smiJ- 
ingly. 

Defending prohibition, Lady Astor 
said, “Let the rich drink if they want 
to, it would hurt no one but them- 
selves.” She thought liquor dulled the 
brain, and for that reason disliked it 

“Tf you think the people of America 
want drink back, put it to a vote,” 
sl. said, “but you’]l never get it.” 

“Do you mean the liquor or the 
voie?” 

“The vote,” she replied. 

Scores Unfairness. 

She contended that England was 
fair towards America, while many in 
this country attacked Britain bitterly 
and unfa@frly. 

“Every time 1 see a Hearst paper, 
I find a dig at England,” she said. 
“Why, if anyone in the house of com- 
mons makes a slur upon the United 
States he is howled down, but in the 
senate when unfair statements are 
flung at England there seems to he 
no. ons to deny them.” 

Lady Astor laughed when asked if 
it were true that spiritualism was 
“sweeping England,” as Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle has said. 

“I don’t think spiritualism has got 
anything to do with religion,” she 
said. “Let Sir Arthur talk spiritual- 


ism, but leave religion alone. Spir- 

itualism is not sweeping England. 

They are too steady a people for that.” 
Opposed to Bonus. 

Lady Astor expressed opposition to 
the bonus, but favored ail possible 
aid to the disabled and to all former 
soldiers in the matter of finding em- 
ployment for them. 

“Men ought not to be paid for fight- 
ing for their country.” she thought, 


“IT believe in democracy, but I find |. 


it hard to find democrats,” she re- 
m.rked. “My husband is a real demv- 
crat, and so is Lloyd George. The 
heart of Lloyd George has ever been 
with the great majority of the people, 
a ° it always will be.”

Missouri Republicans Of- 
fer General Uncontested 
Nomination in Effort to 
Defeat Reed, Democrat.

Washington, April 21—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—The most 
sensational political announcement 
for the day is the definite news of 
the organized effort of Missouri re- 
publicans to “capture the James A, 
Reed democthtic seat in the United 
States sepate with General John J. 
Pershing. : 

A delegation from Missouri, his na- 
tive state, called upon General 
Pershing today and flatly tendered 
kim the republican primary nomina- 


tion, without contest, and he took the 
same under serious advisement, al-| 
trough discussing the subject in a 
conference Jater with newspaper men 
with the brisk generality that he was! 
“not in politics.” 

The delegates who urged him to 
make the race pointed out, it is said, 
the alleged democratic split in Mis- 
sou i incident to the bitter fight for 
the primary nomination raging be- 
tween Reed, incumbent, and Breckin- 
ridge Long, and the recent injection 
of ex-President Wilson into the scram- 
ble. It was pointed out that the final 
sequence of such a scramble would 
be & liberal democratic support of 
the republican candidate in the fall 
elections, and that this, added to the 
republican strength in Missouri, 
which reached high water in 1920, 
would practically assure the repub- 
lican nominee’s victory—‘particular- 
ly,” said the coterie of alluring en- 
ticers, “if you, General Pershing, 
should be the republican nominee.” 


If Reed gets the democratic nom- 
ination, it is freely predicted that a 
strong republican candidate would 
have at least an even chanct, as there 
are thousands of democrats in Mis- 
souri, it is alleged, who will not sup- 
port Reed because of his vindictive 
attitude toward the late democratic 
national alministration. Despite that 
Statement, however, forecasts from 
Missouri give the primary advantage 
to Reed, and it is believed here he 
wil’ defeat Long. 


There is considerable speculation as 
to whether Pershing would be legally 
qualified to make the race in Mis- 
sourl. He is a native of that state

James Cox Davis Says 
Business Is Improving. 
He Refuses to Discuss 
A., B. & A. Situation. | 


James Cox Davis, United States di- 


rector general of railroads, upon whose 
shoulders rests the responsibility of 
liquidating more than $1,100,000,000 
in claims against the government, ar- 
rived in Atlanta Friday morning for 
a brief vacation with his nephew and 
niece, Mr. and Mrs. Victor Lamar 
Smith, of 1114 Piedmont avenue. 


In the twenty-two months that have 
elapsed since the railroads were re- 
stored to private ownership by the 
government, which handled them dur- 
ing the world war and more than a 
year afterward, Mr. Davis has been 
besieged by claims, the total of which 
has reached mammoth proportions. 
Through his diplomatic: handling of

these affairs, Mr. Davis has negotiat- 


(ed settlements aggregating more than 


half of the sum-total of claims against 

the government. He predicts tbat 

before the expiration of the present 

calendar year the remaining claims 

will have been satisfactorily adjusted. 
Sees Return to Normal. 

Aside from stating that indications 
pointed towards a rapid return te 
normalcy of business in this country, 
based on the present increase in rail- 
road tonnage, building activity and 
steel outupt, Mr. Davis was reticent 
in diyulging information pertaining to 
his own office. 

“There is no doubt,” he declared, 
“that conditions are improving in all 
commercial lines. The railroads, 
which were perhaps hit the hardest 
of any other business, are just now 
resuming their erstwhile business. 
Within the last two months there have 
been splendid strides in this direction 
until now the railroads lack about 
25> per cent of normal] tonnage. 


“As an illustration of what | mean 
in referring to increased tonnage,” 
he continued, “suppose we draw a bhy- 
pothetical example from a hotel of 
000 rooms. It is necessary for 200 
of these rooms to be in constant use 
in order for the proprietor to meet 
overhead expenses. Naturally, if he 
is to realize anything on his invest- 
ment, the other 100 rooms must be 
rented part of the time if not perma- 
nently. That is the same fix the rail- 
roads have experienced ‘during the 
business depression. They simply 
have not had sifficient tonnage, in 
both freight and carrier departments, 
to realize operating expenses.” 

Won’t Discuss A., B. & A. 

Mr. Davis refused to comment on 
the situation experienced at the pres- 
ent time by the A., B. & A. railroad. 
He was asked if there was any like- 
lihood in the government interferring 
with the operation of the railroad, 
which rumor has on. the verge of be 
ing junked. 

“The A., B. & A. railroad does not 
owe the government any money,” he 
said. “I do not choose to discuss the 
affairs of any particular railroad.” 

Upon taking over the railroads the 
government obligated itself to pay full 
compensation, or rent, and to turn 
them back in as good condition as 
when they were operated by private 
ownership, asserted Mr. Davis. For 
twenty-six months the railroads were 
operated by the government and then 
were turned back to the owners. The 
claims pending against the government 
at present, he said, arose afterwards 
and include damage claims, compen- 
sation and every conceivable other 
claim that could be filed. 

Accompanying Mr. Davis is his 
wife, who will remain in Atlanta for 
the next two or three weeks as the. 
guest of Mr. and Mrs, Smith. During 
his four days’ visit, Mr. Davis intends 
to take advantage of the local] golf 
links, golf being his favorite sport. 
He will return to Washington Wed- 
nesday. 

Mr. Davis is scheduled to deliver

GERMANS ALSO AGREE 
TO ALLIED DEMANDS 


It Is Now Believed That 
Tchitcherin Will Win 
Recognition—U. S. Pre- 
cedents Cited by Russ.

The German and Russian replies to 
allied protests on the Rapallo treaty 
have lifted the tension encouraging!r, 
and it is generally felt that the con- 
ciliatory tone of the German note, 
with its willing acceptance of the al- 
lied dewand that Germany withdraw 
from the Russian discussion—although 
the note was revised a dozen times in 
order to tone down its original firm- 
ness—i admittedly hopeful.

Section 36. Emergency measures 
being ordinances and resolutions deal- 
ing with an emergency as defined in 
the succeeding section, shall take ef- 
fect from and after their passage. All 
other ordinances and resolutions shall 
be in effect from and after thirty 
days from passage provided: if ref- 
erendum of any measure is demanded, 
the same shall not take effect until 
after approval by vote of the electors. 

No ordinance or resolu- 
tion shall be passed as an emergency 
measure unless an emergency exists 
in fact, and a statement of the facts 
and nature thereof must be made

CENTRAL DIXIE 
HIGHWAY WINS 


Fitzgerald, Ga., April 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At a mass meeting of the Cen- 
tral Dixie Highway association held 
here today, to protest against making 
the Dixie highway from Hawkinsville 
to Waycross via Fitzgerald a second- 
ary road, unde. state supervision, 
Chairman John N. Holder and En- 
gineer W. R. Neel, of the state high- 
way department, gave assurances that 
this important road will be placed on 
the system as a primary road and 
given the federal aid in its construc- 
tion. 

The meeting was ‘held under the 
auspices of the Fitzgerald Chamber 
of Commerce and presided over by 
its president, J. H. Mays. Vice Pres- 
ident J. E. Turner delivered a mes- 
sage of welcome to the more than 
three hundred delegates from nine 
counties on the route and was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Holder, who told of 
the work of hi. department and prog: 
ress being made in the upbuilding of 
Georgia’s roads. 

Tn reference to the status of the 
Cc itrai Dixie highway, in its rela- 
tion to the general plan of the de- 
partment, Mr. Holder assured the as- 
sociation that the route blazed orig- 
inally as the Dixie highway via Haw- 
kinsville, Fitzgerald, Douglas and 
Waycross will be maintained and 
designated as a primary road, the 
direct road from Chattanooga to 
Jacksonville. 


Neel Speaks. 


Chief Engineer Neel gave some data 
as to the mileage of the state roads 
to be constructed with federal aid and 
through state and county funds. Mr. 
Neel stated that he has recommended 
to the federal department of roads 
the adoption as a primary road that 
part of the Dixie highway running 
from Hawkinsville via Douglas and 
Alma to Waycross and St: Marys 
river, and that every effort will be 
made to have it approved.

VY. L. Stanton, of Waycross, one 
of the original promoters of the Cen- 
tral Dixie highway and present presi- 
dent of the Central Dixie Highway 
association, lauded the central route 
and its promoters and paid a high 
tr:bute to Mrs. J. L. Walker, of Way- 
cross, historian for the U. D. C., 
whose historical sketches on the In- 
dian trails, now the Dixie highway, 
have given thi route to Florida ics 
historical value. Mr. Stanton was 
especially interesting in his recapitu- 
Irtion of the reasons why the central 
route should be forever made the main 
..cery into Florida from the capital 
city. 

T. G. Farmer, manager for Georgia 
Good Roads association, spoke of the 
plans of the organization and the rea- 
sons for asking for a $75,000,000 bond 
issue and the means by which the 
interest and refunding funds will be 
met.

Samara, Russia, April 15.—( By the 
Associated Press.) —‘ ‘amine is begin- 
ning to retreat in the Volga vailey 
before the siow but steady arrival of 
American corn for aduit feeding. It 
is due to vanish almost entirely when 
the spring sunshine uncovers the 
black earth of this fertile region and 


. to the villages. 


brings out the early grasses and veg- 
etation which, added to the rations 


supplied by the United States, other 


foreign governments and the Russian 
government, will sustain most of the 
population until the rye and wheat 
harvest of Jate August and early 
Septem ber. 

The retreat is slow, however, and 
the death rate from hunger is still 
mounting in the. villages, far from 
centers of rail communication, which 
have not yet been reached and may 
never be reached by American and 
other foreign aid. 

Life Still Gamble. 

Today, the beginning of the last 
month when wheat may be sown, it 
still is a gamble whether a majority 
of the peasants will receive any ap- 
preciable supply of wheat for spring 
planting. ‘The railways through the 
heart of the Samara and Drenburzg 


districts have been blocked by equi- , 


noxial blizzards at the time when 
the Moscow government was strain- 
ing all efforts to bring seed from 
the ports to the peasants. 

This great seed offer has been a 
dramatic hattle against weather and 
it has dealt heavy blows. The spring 
thaw is following and it now appears 
in many districts the roads will he 
impassable when the grain finally 
does arrive at the stations about 
which now are gathered horses, camels 
and the oxen by the hundreds, wait- 
ing sleivhs to take the precious seed 
If it arrives in the 
midst of the thaw, only a part of it 
will reach the farms in time to sow 
it. 

Depend on Rye. 

Pending success of the wheat seed- 
ing. the rye which was sown last 
autumn is expected to supply the pop- 
ulation with enough food on which 
to exist after the middle of August. 

If the wheat campaign succeeds 
to any apnreciable extent, the opti- 
mistic predictions of provincial of: 
ficials at Samara. the province, though 
“roducing only 25 to 40 per cent of 
the normal pre-war yield, will have 
nlevty of food for its own inhabitants 
and some for trading or exnort. 

This, however, is problematicat. 
But in every village of the province 
visited by the correspondent during 
i. fartnicht’s trip, the peasants were 
rractically unanimous in their opinion 
that. unless another droucht engues, 
the Volea region can feed itself. with- 
out further American or other aid, 
ofter the middle of Aneust.

Of G. O. P. Balk 
At Bonus Plans

New York, April 21.—Influentiai 

republican leaders here, who have 
been called upon by Chairman Adams, 
of the national committee, to contrib- 
ute and solicit funds for wiping out 
the tremendous committee deficit, have 
replied : 

1, That if the republican congress 
passes a soldier bonus bill they won't 
contribute or solicit a cent toward 
wiping out the deficit. 

That if congress passes the 
bonus bill, it may get some soldiers’ 
votes for the respective candidates 
but it will lose the support of busi- 
ness. : 

Thus the bonus is inevitably drawn 
into the forthcoming campaign both 
directly and indirectly—directly in 
that business leaders in New York 
and in other states already are call- 
ing attention of the public to those 
candidates who are for the bonus: 
and indirectly because, without funds. 
the national committee will be un- 
able to assist in financing the cam- 
paigns of republicans in hotly con- 
tested districts. 

On Bonus Rocks. 

Chairman Adams was brought di- 
rectly into touch with the feelings 
of republican leaders of wealth while 
here a few days ago for a meeting 
to discuss means of raising money to 
wipe out the republican national com- 
mittee deficit, estimated at around 
$2,000,000 

At a luncheon given by Adams for 
these men the republican chairman 
asked each in turn regarding sums 
that could be raised in given sec- 
tions. Immediately he ran onto the 
political rocks of the bonus issue. 
Business men, generally, he was told 
were opposed to it. 

And from those upon whom he was 
counting for particularly substantial 
relief he was given the flat rejoinder: 

“We can help if congress doesn’t 
do anything more to make it impos- 
sible. We can’t and won’t help if 
congress passes the bonus.” 

So there it was left. There was 
a remarkable demonstration, it is said. 
cf solidarity on this viewpoint among 
those present. Adams was left to 
take back the tidings to congressional 
and senatorial leaders in Washing- 
ton. And while New York leaders of 
means would he expected to contrib- 
ute most heavily in wiping out the 
deficit. it is said by leaders here that 
business men thronghont the country 
are taking a similar view. The na- 
tional committee needs money and | 
needs lots of it. The situation, there- 
fore, seems to be this: 

Clear Issue. 


No bonus, plenty of money with 
ample support in forthcoming cam- 
paigns. A bonus, no money, no cam- 
paign support. 


And by “no bonus” financial lead- 


ers here indicate they mean abso- 
lutely no bonus of any kind. They 
look no more Kindly upon a bonus 
provided by Pmcvee g payments under 
some certificate plan which would 
merely postpone the day of judgment 
than they do of a bonus bill providing 
no revenue at all. Some might swal- 
low a bonus financed by a sales tax; 
because business interests here favor 
the sales tax and believe that the 
cost of the bonus would be repaid by 
the benefits of such a new source of 
government revenue. 

Republican leaders, therefore, are 
in a position of playing the national 
committee deficit against the bonus 
bill and what some members of con- 
gress believe may prove a deciding 
political factor in the coming cam- 
paign—the soldiers’ vote.

A committee consisting of Mrs. R. 
G. MecAliley, chairman; Mrs. Samue! 
Inman, Mrs. Wilmer Moore, Mrs. J. H. 
Moody, Mrs. James L. Key, Mrs. Ar- 
thur I. Harris and Mrs. E. L. Quinn, 
has been appointed to arrange the de- 
tails of the depot, according to B. 8. 
Barker, secretary of the chamber. A 
letter has been sent to the more than 
225 churches of Atlanta enlisting 
their support in the movement. 

As a nucleus for the milk depot, the 
city has donated the $2,600 fund 
which was returned to Atlanta some 
time ago by the West Point commit- 
tee in charge of the rehibilitation work 
caused from the 1920 flood and cy- 
clone disaster. It is expected that 
civic organizations favoring the estab- 
lishment of the depot will contribute 
to its support. 

“The committee is receiving hearty 
co-operation,’ declared Mr. Barker,

in that city the coming week. 

Mrs. Blair has planned a series of 
afternoon teas at the MJennert, at 
which ‘democratic women leaders from 
yarious parts of the country will be 
invited to speak and tell of the prog- 
ress of the party organizations. Her 
aim is to organize the women of the 
democratic party throughout the coun- 
try into small clubs, not too large to 
be unwieldly, but large. enough to stir 
the women to political activity. Many 
of the national committeewomen of the 
democratic party in the country are 
members of the National League of 
Women Voters. a “nonpartisan and 
all partisan” organization.

The inclusion of such a room 
in building plan would mark a dis- 
tinct step upward and forward in bu- 
man progress, for it would carry a 
wholesome influence in families. I am 
not a “nut” about exercise—there are 
many semi-invalids who should never 
indulge in any exercise whatever un- 
less by direction of their own physi- 
cian—but I know that a great deal 
of domestic unhappiness and discord 
and bleakness and* worry might be 
prevented if the people at large could 
learn to think of exercise as they 
have been taught to think of bathing. 
Some philosopher, drawing on Ba- 
con, said “cleanliness is indeed next 
to godliness.” He referred to surfac? 
cleanliness only. Let’s go deeper and 
have a genuine internal bath every 
dav. That you get only by taking 
sufficient exercise to insure ahsorp- 
tion of more oxygen, the great Dutch 
cleanser of the system.

Congréss Rushes Resolu- 
tion Through in One 
Hour, to Meet Emer- 
gency on Mississippi. 


Washington, April 21.—The sum of 
one million dollars for control of flood 
waters of the Mississippi river, now 
at the highest stage in years, was 
made available immediately by a res- 
Olution rushed through the senate and 
Louse today within an hour after the 
proposal made by soutnern members 
had been approved by Secretary Weeks 
and: Director Dawes of the budget. 

in presenting the resolution, Chair- 
man Madden, of the appropriations 
committee, explained that nearly $7,- 
000.000 was carried in the pending 
army bill to be handled by the Mis- 
sissippi river commission under the 
flood control. This fund would not 
be available until after July 1, but 
Mr. Madden declared an emergency 
existed and that without immediate 
help there was danger of tremendous 


loss of life and property damage, for. 


otherwise the flood waters might 
overrun the levee and extend to the 
valley. 

Secretary Weeks, in a letter to con- 
gress, urging immediate consideration 
of the relief resolution, said the flood 
stage was extreme, and that the wa- 
ter was higher at places than ever 
known before, that along stretches of 
twenty miles it was above the levee. 


Disaster Feared. 
The loss of life, should the levee 
be unable to stand the strain much 
longer, and break,.,.would be incal- 


)} culable and would result in a great

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meysonal disaster, Secretary Weeks 
said. 

Chairman Madden said the resolu- 
tien made no drain upon the federal 
treasury, as it merely authorized the 
use at this time of part of the appro- 
priation soon to be available, and 
would pe deducted later from the bill’s 
total. 

Good headway has been made, he 
declared, in constructing levecs so 
as ta prevent frequent flood disasters, 
Without the work already accomplish- 
ed the waters now, he said, would be 
raging through the valley, causing 
great loss of life. 

Is Pending Fund. 


The money made available by the 
resolution is a part of nearly $7,- 
000.000 which the pending army ap- 
propriation bill carries to be used 
by the Mississippi river commission 
for flood control purposes. 

The measure was adopted prompt- 
ly in the house and there was just 
about a minute of debate on it in 
the senate. Senator Ransdell, demo- 
erat, Louisiana, one of its sponsors, 
told the senate it would “avert a 
great disaster and save more than 
was expended.” 

In requesting the appropriation for 
use by the Mississippi river commis- 
sion in protecting dikes and levecs, 
Secretary Weeks wrote chairmen of 
the senate and house committees that 
great damage already had been done

Levees Threatened. 

“The Mississippi is in extreme 
flood,” said Secretary Weeks. “The 
water being higher at many places 
than ever known. before, and the 
condition is such that the levees pro- 
tecting extensive tracts of the states 
of Dlinois, Missouri, Arkansas, Ken- 
tucky, ‘Lennessee, Mississippi and 
Louisiana are seriously threatened. 

“The water of the river is above 
the tops of the levees in some places 
for 2U miles at a stretch and it 3s 
only by the utmost vigor and watch- 
fulness on the part of the people 
that these levees are not overtopped 
or breached. ‘The loss of life and 
property, should a break in the levees 
occur, would be incalculable, and 
would ameunt to a national disaster. 

“The funds under the control of 
the Mississippi river commission have 
been practically exhausted and breaks 
in the levees at various points are 
certain to occur unless funds are im- 
mediately provided to keep up the 
work now being carried on. It is 
known that the local levee boards 
and parties interested have already 
made as great a sacrifice in the fight 
against the water as they have been 
able, and cannot furnish funds 
longer. 

“I, therefore, must urgently rec- 
ommend the passage of the joint reso- 
lution, copy of which is inclosed, 
which makes immediately available 
the sum of $1,000,000 from the pend- 
ing appropriation for the Mississippi 
river. This amounts to nothnig more 
than an advance of funds for the 
purpose and I urge its adoption at 
the earliest possible moment.”

Text of German Reply 
To Protest of Allies 


Genoa,* April 21.—(By the Asso- 
‘ciated Press.) —Following is the text 
of the note addressed to Premier Fac- 
ta, of Italy, chairman of the economic 
conference, in reply to the communi- 
cation to the German delegation con- 
demning the signing of the treaty at 
Rapalilo last Sunday by the German 
and soviet Russian foreign ministers: 

“In response to the note of April 
16, signed by you and the presidents 
of the French, British, Japanese, 
Czechoslovakian, Polish, Serb, Croat 
and Slovene; Rttmanian and Portv- 
guese delegations, I beg to remark 
the following: 

“Germany has recognized the Rus- 
sian soviet republic for several years. 
A settlement had, however, to be 
made between the two countries with 


regard to the consequences arising 
from the state of war before it was 
possible to renew normal diplomatie 
relations, The negotiations carried 
on between the two governments over 
this question already had_ several 
weeks ago progressed so far that a 
conclusion was possible. 
Special Importance. 

“It was especially of importance to 
Germany to come to an understanding 
with ltussia because she gave an op- 
portunity of establishing peace with 
one of the, great belligerent powers 
under conditions excluding lasting 
debtorship and rendering pussible, on 
a fresh basis unencumbered by’ the 


Germany came to Génoa with a hearty 
desire to co-operate with all the na- 
tions in restoring the suffering Euro- 
pean continent and trusting in a mu- 
tual understanding of the difficulties 
of all parts of that continent. 

The propositions of the London 
conference left Germany’s interest 
out of regard. To sign them would 
have meant to call forth heavy repara- 
tion elaims for Russia against Ger- 
many. A number. of clanses would 
have led to burdening consequences 
of czaristic war-time legislation on 
Germany alone. Repeatedly and in 
extensive discussions with members 
of the delegations of the inviting pow- 
ers the German delegation has ¢all- 
ed attention to these serious misgiy- 
ings. But it was without success, 
On the contrary, the German delega- 
tion became aware that the inviting 
powers had entered into separate ne 
gotiations with Russia. 

For Own Interests. 

“Information which came to hand 
about these negotiations led to the 
conclusion that an agreement would 
be arrived at shortly, but that it was 
not contemplated to take the just 
claims of Germany into regard. Upon 
this the German delegation were lef: 
with no doubt that they were forced 
to pursue their own interests alone 
as otherwise they would have come 
In 9 @ position of being confronted in 
the commission by a draft which was 
unacceptable to them, but which was 
already agreed upon by a majority of 
the delegates on the commission. For 
this reason the treaty with Russia 
was signed Sunday evening in exactls 
the oe Te as it was drafted 
weeks ago, and was im i .

“This course of action most clearly 
shows that the German delegation dij. 
not proceed of negotiations with Rus 
sia with lack of solidarity, but from 
compelling reasons,.

economic settlement. 

Russ Qualifications. 

The allies may be expected to stick 
somewhat on the Russian demand that 
it be given de jure recognition before 
assuming the burden of the old debts 
Whether the allies, especially France, 
will go this far even for the sake of 
obtaining ready recognition of the 


debt, which is held in large part by. 


Frenchmen, is debatable. 

This is made all the more doubtful 
by the qualifications whieh the Rus- 
sians attached. to their proposal. It 
was remarked that they insisted upon 
a scaling down of the war debt by 
recognition of the allies of counter- 
claims to be presented by Russia. 
The further intimation that the allies 
could not expect to collect anything 
from Russia until her economic re- 
storation was well along is expected 
to dampen further any enthusiasm 
which may exist for accepting the 
soviet bargain in the interest of a 
quick settlement of the problem. 

Further evidence of the favorable 
reaction the soviet’ aote has met in 
allied quarters is “seen in the fact 
that the conference made public ifs 
memorandum to the Russians April 15 
in which they offer to write down 
Russia’s debts by a vercentage to he 
determined later. They also signify 
a willingness to consider not only post- 


ponement of interest payments on | fi- 
nancial claims against Kussia but the 
remission: of part of the interest now 
*verdue. 

Compromise Possible, 

‘The allies, however, refuse to make 
any allowance whatever to the soviet» 
regarding either the obligaione due 
foreigners or the right of foreigners 
to either the return of their property 
or compensation therefor. 

This position, on the whole, is be 
lieved to be sufficiently near that 
taken by the soviets in their reply to 
make a compromise possible. 

But there are still the questions of 
de jure recognition and the creation of 
an allied financial commission for 
Russia, which are bound to provoke 
warm, discussion. The debt question 
is more easily handled, because it in- 
volves largely cold, financia] calcula- 
tion. But once the question of de jure 
recognition and the control of Russia’s 
finances through an allied commission 
are brought up, national pride and all 
the other emotions that make for trou- 
ble will come to the surface. 

The text of the Russian reply in 
part is as follows:

“With greatest care the Russian 
delegation has examined, the proposals 
of the allied governments and has at 
the same time consulted its govern- 
ment on the subject. It is the opinion 
that the present economic situation in 
Russia and the circumstances lead- 
ing up to it amply justify in respect 
to Russia, complete remission of all 
her debts by recognition of counter-

“Financial assistance from foreign 
sources is absolutely vital for the eco- 
nomic reconstruction of Russia and 
so long as there is no prospect of 
reconstruction forthcoming, the Rus- 
sian delegation does not see its way 
clear to saddling the country with 
debts of which it would not be able 
to acquit itself. The Russian delega- 
tion wishes it to be clearly understoo 
that, nothwithstanding that fact, it 
appears obvious in point of right that 
the Russian- government cannot as- 
sume any obligation in respect to the 
debts of its predecessors until it has 
been officially recognized de jure by 
the interested powers. The Russian 
delegation hopes you will: find the 
f- »going proposals an adequate basis 
for the resumption of discussion.

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~ MINORITY REPORT 
ON LIBERIA LOA 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON,

Washington, April 21.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—A minority 
report will be filed on the bill author- 
izing a loan of $5,000,000 to the 
Republic of Liberia, brought out by 
the house ways and means committee, 
it was announced today. 

Judge Charles H. Crisp, of the third 
Georgia district, together with the 
entire democratic membership and 
several republicans of the ways and 
means committee will fight the pro- 
posal on the grounds that it is a need- 
less release of government funds, and 
that conditions surrounding the issu- 
ance of the loan at the time it was 
promised have not been complied with 
by the African republic. 

On September 9, 1918, just two 
months before the armistice was sign- 
ed, President Wilson set aside a cred- 
‘it of five millions of dollars for Li- 
beria under the provision of the Lib- 
erty loan act authorizing the presi- 
dent to extend credits to our allics 
who were contributing to our national! 
security and defense and the prosecu- 
tion of the war against Germany. 
When this credit was made, it was 
made under certain conditions to be 
agreed to by Liberia, before the fund 
should be available; but the Liberian 
government never consented to these 
terms, so the contract for the loan 
was never consummated. Negotia- 
tions were continued, and when Pres- 
ident Harding came into office, he 
had a commission to come from Li- 
hberia, headed by the president of that 
country, and he continued negotia- 
tions with them for the purpose of 
making them a loan of five millions of 
dollars. 

Under date of October 28, 1921, 
practically three years after the war, 
the state department entered into an 
agreement with Liberia to loan them 
five millions of dollars for certain 
purposes set out in the contract, and 
the Jiberian government, acting 
through its legal authorities, agreed 
to the terms; but the United States, 
through its proper authorities, has 
never agreed to them. Secretary of 
State Hughes and President Harding, 
for some months, have been urging 
congress to pass a law approving this 
contract and authorizing the loan of 
five millions of dollars to Liberia, 
they contending that the government 
was morally obligated to make thie 
loan. ‘The committee on ways and 
means has been’ considering’ this 
measure for several weeks, and Con- 
gressman Crisp, of Georgia, has been 
leading the fight against the loan, 
and the committee on several occa- 
sions, by a vote, refused to recom- 
mend the loan. Day before yester- 
day, at the request of Chairman Ford-

the committee and made a_ speech 
advocating this loan and earnestly 
urging the committee to authorize it. 
After this speech, the committee. in 
executive session, by a vote of 15 to 
10, recommended the loan.

DAHLIAS 


The following is the first of a 
series of articles written by Mrs. 
E. P. Crenshaw, of College Park, 
Ga., one of the best known flower 
growers in this section. 

Mrs. Crenshaw has won many 
blue ribbons at state fairs and 
flower shows.

Great improvements have been 
, made in this plant in the last few 
years. They now vie with the orchid 
in delicate pastel colorings and are 
being extensively grown all over our 
country. Dahlia lovers have formed 
a society called the “American Dah- 
lia society,” and membership in this 
organization is considered an honor 
und is spoken of in much the same 
wey we speak of our ancestors com- 
ing over in the Mayflower. 

One fine show dahlias are born 
aristocrats and nave to be coaxed ull 
slong the way, after the flower buds 
begin to form. 

They are as temperamental as some 
of our grand opera singers, and some- 
times just will have their own way. 

I have had plants positively refuse 
‘eo bloom or do anything but zo to 
hush, Generally speaking, the scien- 
tific application of the right kind of 
food and plenty of water, will develop 
grand blooms. 

The bulbs or plants should be or- 
dered about the first of April in this 
southern climate and your success de- 
pends & great deal on vour selection. 

There are four leading classes of 


dahlias—namely, decorative, cactus, 


peony and show. 
The following are a few of the 
named varicties of each class: 
“Millionaire” and Hortulanus Fiet 
(pink). 
Gustave Donzon and Kafef (red). 
“Yellow Duke” and “King 


Shows” (yellow). 

“Perle de Lyon” and “Jean Kerr” 
(white). 

I could name-a dozen grand varie- 
ties but have not the space. 

Soil Preparation. 

After you have ordered your bulbs 
and while you are waiting for them 
to arrive is a good time to prepare 
your soil, for the bulbs must be plant- 
ed as soon as received. 

Select a hillside or some _ well 
drained place and dig in a liberal 
amount of coal ashes. Large dahlias 
have been grown in ash banks. 


of 


If the land is very poor, broadcast. 


some manure, then plow or spade 
eight inches deep. Lay off in rows 
four feet apart. When planting bulbs 
lay them down flat and have them 
three feet apart in rows, then cover 
to a depth of four inches. 


There is nothing more to do but 
keep well watered until shoots begin 
to come up. Leave only one shoot 
to make the plant; the others must 
be pulled off, and if care is taken to 
pull off a smal] part of the bulb with 
the slip, they can be planted out 
and live as easily as potato slipa. 
Some florist bed bulbs out like sweet 
potatoes and pull off slips. 


Positively no more fertilizer of auy 
kind should be used until flower buds 
form, then you must put in the work 
that counts. Every ten days use a 
liberal amount of some kind of fer- 
tilizer between rows and water with 
liquid manure once a week. 


Dahlias like a change of diet, and 
for that reason I use alternately be- 
tween rows sheep manure, droppings 
from poultry yard and stable manure. 
Don’t get too busy to water freely, 
for they drink as much water as an 
elephant. 

Disbudding. 
If large flowers are desired, care 


must be given to the  disbuddiny. 
Leave the terminal bud on the flower 
stalks if it is a good one; if not 
strong, leave the seconc bud forming 
lower down on the stalk. Disbudding 
the first two of flower stalks that form 
on the joints just below the terminal 
bud gives a long, strong stem to the 


flower and that is the thing the flor-

Hence, instead of buying some gown 
she sees in a shop because she thinks 
it is pretty, whether it’s what she 
really needs or not, or instead of 
falling in love with a sport outfit 
that she will have little chance to 
wear, she really does get the things 
ske needs most. 

How She Saves Money. 

She always manages to keep her 

wardrobe in such shape that she can 


renew it at the middle instead of the 
beginning of the season, thus saving a 
great deal by buying at sales. She 
makes a business of studying the ad- 
vertisements in her daily paper. 

She takes a good fashion magazine 
and studies fashion tendencies in it so 
that she will not buy the merely tem- 
porary thing. 

She tries to have as few clothes as 
posible, so that she may buy good 
things. I have actually known her to 
pay $45 for a plaid skirt. That would 
seem high on that appropriation, but 
it was a beauty and, with different 
blouses and sweaters, it served many 
purposes.

Things for Boys 
to Make. 


Combination Plovter and Box Tray. 

Materials needed: Some stiff 
pastebcard for two sides, like “A,” 
stiff pusteboard tor lid as shown by 
“B-” pasteboard (or scrap from car- 
ton afte. making rocker), like “C,” to 
form curved bottom of tray; two 
pieces ct ribbor for hinges; two fancy 
buttons and silk cord form the clasp. 

Figure 1 shows the tray glued into 
the rocker. See that the curve of the 
front section “A” is cut to fit the 
curve of the rocker you made yester- 
day. ‘the tray is all finished before 
it is placed in the rocker. Diagram 
“D” wiil show to those who did not 


see yesterday's puper, how the blot- | 


ter is held at the ends with tin clips. 
After the button and cord. clasp and 
the ribbon hinges are sewed in place, 
the inside of rhe lid is lined with 
heavy material to form a pin cushion, 
while the sides cf the tray may be 
lined with pap2: by sticking with thin 
glue. Hlinges may be short as shown 
by “KE” or may extend to the front 
edge of the lid. Figure 2 shows the 
tray ready to mount into the rocker. 
The tray shouid be enameled before 
decorations are put on. You will 
find this mighty useful for stamps, 
pens, raper clips and the other small 
things that make a desk look untidy 
where there is no box for them.

A. A. U. ALWAYS 
IN CONTROL. 

You will find in studying the situa- 
tion that in all Olympic affairs the 
A. A. U. has retained its aboslute con- 
trul, regardless of the name under 
which this control was seized. ‘The 
system of interlocking directorates was 
worked so that the A. A. U. always 
has kept supreme power. 

The complaints following the last 
Olympic games, however, were so 
strong and the kicks against the man- 
ner in which the Olympic athletes 
were chosen so insistent that it was 
agreed that a convention should be 
held; that this system of perpetual 
control should cease, and that the 
Olympic committee was. to be. ‘‘democ- 
ratized.” The A. A. U. was one of the 
leading cheer leaders in this move- 
ment. A lot of other organizations 
agreed to attend such a convention— 
coming in good faith. 

Two months or more before the date 
of the conference in New York the 
word was passed around in A. A. U. 
circles that “the Y. M. C. A. is trying 
to break up the A. A. U.” Nothing 

erhaps could have been more untrue. 

“he Y at the close of the war, when 
its athletic department was at its 
highest development, was approached 


by the United States jovernment with 
the suggestion that it assume control 
of athletics in the United States. It 
declined, stating that it was not the 
function of the Y to eontrol sports, 
and-that it did not. believe any organi- 
zation should control others. 

Yet it was charged by the A. A. U. 
that the Y was trying to smash it and 


assume control, and that the Y had in- 


veigled the army, the navy and col- 
leges“ernd others into a “plot” to ¢le- 
stroy the A. A. U. 

On this propaganda the old commit- 
tee (meaning the A. A. U. forces) 
loaded up the meeting. This, of 
course, will be denied, although when 
the A. A. U. representatives and their 
allies on allied bodies met, the vore 
was certain to be about 57 to 9 on 
any proposition. 

SECRETARY OF 
WAR’S PLAN. 

Meantime the athletic heads of the 
army and navy, which had settled 
upon an amateur basis for their ath- 
letics, had consulted with Secretary 
Weeks, and came with a straight, 
clean-cut proposition, It was present- 
ed in the form of a skeleton of a con- 
stitution, leaving the delegates to fill 
in the other. 

The A. A. U. leaders had met, had 
drawn up a constitution, had allotted 
memberships and had arranged to con- 
trol it themselves by allotting to the 
A. A. U. three votes for each sport 
it controls—or claims to control. With 
its allied bodies, the A. A. U. abso- 
lutely dominated the meeting. 

Before the meeting started Colonel 
Johnson, representing the army, was 
rebuked by A. A. U. members and ac- 
cused of trying to break up the A. A. 
U. The idea was new to the army 
and navy people—and to others, who 
had come expeccing in good faith that 
an attempt was to be made to create 
a truly democratic American Amateur 
Federation. 

The forces backing the old Olympic 
committee (A. A. U. controlled) pre- 
sented their constitution, allotted 
membership dscreetly, so as to retain 
safe control, and insisted upon form- 
ing what is called the American Olym- 
pie association—of which more later. 

The cry was raised that the colleges, 
whick insisted upon ruling and gov- 
erning their own athletes, the army, 
the navy, and the Y. M. C. A. especial- 
ly, none of which could righteously 
permit an outside body to run their 
members, were taking all control of 
all organizations from them. As a 
matter of fact, it is difficult té see 
how any such idea could be read into 
the proposition of the secretary of war 
—which was that every sport and 
athhletic controlling body should re- 
tain full control of its own organiza- 
tion and join the federation merely as 
a member seeking the best interesta of 
all sports and athletics. 

Yet the A. A. U. delegates insisted 
that this was the “plot.” 

WHICH IS 
RIGHT IDEA? 

The great fundamental difference 
arose over one idea, which to me was 
the finest and most constructive ad- 
vanced in American athletics in my 
time. That idea was this: That the 
federation should hold every constit- 
uent. body responsible for the- purity 
in amateurism of its representatives; 
that each organization that entered 
any athletic in any event should cer- 
tify to his standing, and that in event 
of crooked work the organization be 
held responsible as well as the in 
dividual and his club. 

Such a rule, which has been tried 
out in the Far Eastern A. A., has 
worked wonders. Such a rule would, 
in my opinion, reduce professionalism 


- to a minimum if not drive it entirely 


out of athletic competion. 

‘ The failure of associations to hold 
clubs responsible and punish them, 
and of clubs to hold coaches respon 
sible, as well as the offending athlete, 
is the chief cause of professionalism 
in amateur sport. 

The object of the formation of this 
“American Olympic association,” as 
per preliminary announcements, was 
to democratize the Olympic commit- 
tee and do away with perpetual! con- 
trol of that committee by the A. A. U. 
No one cognizant of the history of 
the A. A. U. and the Olympic com- 
mittee ought to have seriously thought 
that its powers would be surrendered 
in that manner.

They rode roughshod over the “op- 
position,” slipped over their constitu- 
tion, kicked the secretary of war 
downstairs, and_ formed, instead of 
an amateur federation, the American 
Olympic association, Army, navy, the 
colleges and the Y. M. C. A. and some 
others immediately declined to be 
parties to the association, 
TAMMANY METHODS 
IN SPORT. 

Now see how this doing away with 
perpetual control was accomplished. 
The A. A. U. is organized so that 
nine men can vote the entire organi- 
zation and one man can vote those 
nine, 

But this new constitution provides 
this: That, in the second year prior 
to an Qlympic meet, the Olympic as- 
sociation shall select an Olympic com- 
mittee, which shall have full power 
over the selection of athletes, srrange- 
ments for the games, ete. After the 
meet this committee reports to the 
association and is discharged. 

In other words, this “association” 
is merely to draw in all the influen- 
tial organizations possible, use them 
in money getting and other campaigns, 
then vote power to a committee which 
shall do everything, spend all money, 
and run the meets.

COTTON AND COMMODITY NEWS 


South’s Farmers 
Are Encouraged 


Over Outlook 


BY F. H. JETER. 
Returning to Atlanta Friday from a 
trip through parts of Mississippi, 
Lousiana, Tennessee and Arkansas, 
Director J. N. Harper, of the South- 
Soil Improvement committee, stated 


that farmers of these sections are in 
a much more hopeful attitude than 
they were at this time a year ago. Dry 
weather last fall rmitted of much 
land to be wet goers put in shape 
for early spring planting. While 
there is a great acreage now under 
water, due to the constant rains and 
rising waters from adjacent rivers, 
still there is an acreage already plant- 
ed in cotton. 

Director Harper’ believes that the to- 
tal acreage devoted to cotton will be in- 
creased in.those places where he vis- 
ited and that the use of fertilizers will 
also be increased this year. The 
farmers are realizing that to beat the 
boll weevil from the cultural stand- 
point they must use an early variety 
of cotton, must fertilize liberally, and 
must cultivate frequently. 

Thicker Planting 

While in Mississippi, Director Har- 
per visited the North Mississippi Ex- 
periment station, near Holly Springs. 
Here, he found that C. T. Ames, di- 
rector of the station, was securing exe 
cellent results in growing cotton un- 
der weevil conditions, 7 

One of the main points stressed by 
Mr. Ames was the planting of cotton 
thicker in the row and drill than bas 
been the custom in the past. Last 
year, Mr. Ames made about 2, 
pounds of seed cotton per acre under 
weevil conditions. He plants -his cot- 
ton thick, in rows not over 31-2 feet 
wide and with the plants not over 12 
inches apart in the drill. The cotton 
is thinned to one or two plants to the 
hill. 

From these results, Mr. Harper be- 
lieves that thicker spacing will also 
‘pay the cotton farmer of this section. 
He stated that where the cotton grow- 
ers of Georgia have already planted 
their crop in rows four feet apart or 
wider, that they can leave from one 
to two stalks every 12 inches apart 
in the row and thus get a partial bene- 
fit from closer spacing. 

“Our farmers over here will make 
a great mistake if they do not udopt 
this idea of closer spacing with more 
stalks in the bill,” he said. “Along 
with this, they must also cultivate in- 
tensively, that is, frequently and shal- 


low, thus causing the cotton to make 
its greatest’ growth in the shortest 
space of time possible. The farmers 
of north Mississippi have adopted this 
idea along with the others of using 
more liberal amounts of fertilizer, 
early varieties of cotton and planting 
early and the success that they are 
having despite the weevil causes me to 
believe that this is one of the valuable 
methods of fighting the weevil.

N WHEAT PRICES 


Chicago, April 21.—Active general 
buying based more or less on higher 
quotations at Liverpool and on hope- 
ful reports trom the Genoa economic 
conference led to a big’ upturn to- 
day in wheat prices here. Keactions, 
however, followed.. The close was 
unsettled, at 1-2 to 2 &Se net gain,

Corn 
finished 1-8 to 1-4c off to a like 
advance. Oats unchanged to 1-8c 
higher, and provisions varying from 
unchanged figures to a rise of 12c. 

Wheat for May delivery showed by 
far the greatest strength, opinion ap- 
parently becoming more general that 
the principal holders of May contracts 
would prove equal’to taking in and 
paying for wheat regardless of pros- 
pective enlarged shipments to Chi- 
cago from other nearby centers. In 
this connection, it was pointed out 
that bulls were being helped by the 
35 cents duty keeping away Canadian 
wheat. ‘Lhere was gossip also that 
the wheat surplus in Argentina to- 
taled at present less than 55,000,000 
bushels of which 20,000,000 bushels 
was already sold. Furthemmore, a 
bullish domestic crop summary at- 
tracted notice, 

Highest prices of the day in the 
wheat market here accompanied esti- 
mates that two million bushels of new 
crop domestic winter wheat had been 
purchased for export, and that there 
had also been European buying of 
Canadian wheat. Declines from the 
day's top prices were ascribed chief- 
ly to profit-taking on the part of mis- 
cellaneous longs. 

Corn and oats prices were respon- 
sive to the upturn of the wheat mar- 
ket, but reports of more favorable 
weather- for work had a great deal of 
a counter effect later.

: New York, April 21.—With the closing hour of the stock exchange 
Witnessing the most active trading of Friday, Coca-Cola common held 
the center of a large builk of transactions as it soared to a new 
high record of 56%—a net gain of 1% points over the previous high, 


which was registered Wednesday. 


Continued improvement in the 


company’s business, as shown by increased earnings and demand for 
the product, and expectations of a larger dividend later this year were 
considered the main factors in the stock’s drive for higher levels. 
The market acted in a more orderly manner today. Trading con- 
tinued above the million-share mark and prices were again higher, and 
while the gains were substantial, no wild fluctuations were witnessed. 


Many new high records for the year were established, however. 


The 


bond market also continued active and strong. The manner in which 
the market is now moving is pleasing to the conservative bullish ele- 


ment in the street. 


The traders are of the opinion that the wild specu- 


lation in the oil stocks during the closing days of last week had as 
much to do with the reaction witnessed on Monday and Tuesday as 


any other influence. 


The annual report of the Pacific Oil company for the year 1921, 
according to figures published here show a surplus of $16,261,292 after 
all charges for taxes and reserve for depletion and depreciation. This 
statement accounts for much of the recent advance in the stock. 


Steel Bond Issues. 

An item of interest in the news 
developments of the day is the new 
bend issues of $10,000,000 announc- 
ed by two subsidiaries of the United 
States Steel corporation, which is be 
lieved to be the first financing under- 
taken by any of the steel corpora- 
tion’s subsidiaries in five to ten years 
or more. 

The proceeds, according to report, 
will be used for the construction of 
new mills. The plant to be built im- 
mediately will cost $15,000,000, part 
of which will be financed out of cash 
surplus and part out of the bond is- 
sue. Jt will be erected by the Na- 
tional Tube company and will have 
a eapacity of 350,000 tons annually, 
thus adding between 20 and 25 per 
cent to the corporation’s tube capac- 
ity. 

The American Telephone and Tele- 
graph, which not so long ago bought 
an interest in the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, has disposed of its 
boldings, according to an official of 
the company. The disposal was due 
to the company’s desire to confine 
investment in associated companies in 
the Bell system. 

The Sinclair Consolidated Oil cor- 
poration is preparing to construct ad- 
ditional oil tanks at its refinery on the 
Houston ship canal in order to take 
care of oil expected from the proper 
ties recently leased from the govern- 
ment in Wyoming, known as the Tea 
pot Dome development, the letting of 
which is causing many protests from 
various sections of the country. 

More Gold. 


The Mauretania arrived today with 
$2,006,000 gold for local bankers. This 
is the first shipment of gold received 
from England in several weeks. 

The Texas Gulf Sulphur company 
reports net earnings of $805,095 for 
the first quarter of 1922, including 
reserves for depletion. The company 
in the first quarter paid $635,000 in 
dividends, leaving a surplus of $5,779,- 
42°, including reserves for depletion. 
Directors are expected to meet soon 
to tav’e action on quarterly dividend, 
but no change in rates is expected. 

Statements made in the streel trade 
declare that were it not for the coal 
strike the industry would be operat- 
ing at about 8O per cent of capacity. 
Present operations are between 70 
and 75 per cent. 
retarded expansion rather than caus- 
ing mills to suspend, as had at first 
been expected. Most companies ap- 
pear well supplied with coal and coke, 
but there is a desire on the part of 
officials to conserve supplies on hand. 


Call Money. 


Call money continues to be quoted 
at 21-2 per cent, and is plentiful at 
this rate.

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Recovery in Business

Washington, April 21—The steady upward trend in the prices of 
Liberty bonds during the past six months, in the opinion of high treas- 
ury officials, is an indication of substantial business recovery. 
Specifically, according to Eugene Meyer, Jr., managing director 
of the War Finance corporation, it is “a reflection of easier money. 
“In preiods of depression following crises,” said Meyer, “money 


tends to flow into the safest form of security. 


the safest security in the world.

“The once despised four-and-a-quarter per cent is now very 


welcome. 


“Although conditions are improved, industry and business are still 
slow, and wherever idle funds accumulate their holders are seeking 


safe investment.” 


This gain, officials pointed out, represents rather a rise in the 
business barometer than a direct factor in business improvement. 


It 


represents the combined efforts of the government and individua! 
corporations to take up the slack in the investment market. 

The government’s contribution is increased retirement of Liberty 
bonds to build up the accumulated sinking fund. 

However, the 18,600,288 purchasers of fifty-dollar bonds in the 
four Liberty loans and the Victory loan, are for the most part thought 
to be keeping their bonds until maturity. And those individual sub- 
scribers who were forced to sell their bonds when the market was low 
are not re-purchasing now to any appreciable extent. 


Large Profit. 

Bonds have gone up about 10 
points in the last six months, and 
this increase would mean a profit of 
some $180,000,000 for bond holders. 
But this profit has been reaped large- 
ly by banks, and in a few instances 
by holders of big blocks of Liberties. 

The bond-buyer who subscribed at 
the theater or through other popular 
wartime means has tucked his $50 or 


$100 bond in the safe. He has even 
forgotten to cash in his coupons, 
treasury experts have discovered in 
checking over coupon receipts. 

This, it was said, is illustrative 
of the public attitude toward the war 
loans. For a majority of the people 
they were an adventure in invest- 
ment, and as such have been “put 
to sleep.” 

Confined to Banks. 

Therefore, whatever trading ‘in 
bonds has taken place, it was said, 
has been confined to banks. Busi- 
ness men, aparently viewing the loans 
from the standpoint of the small in- 
vestor, have thrown few bonds on the 
market unless obliged to do so. 

Instead of being an active part 
of the bond business, experts declar- 
ed, the Liberty bond market has been 
an isolated activity wherein the law 
of supply and demand has operated 
almost independently of industrial or 
stock market ups and downs. 

When there were plenty of bonds 
on the market the government went 
in and bought large quantities for 
its sinking fund. Federal reserve 
banks or member banks, desirous of 
increasing their security, also boucht. 

Of the $24.072,111,400 subscribed 
to the four [Liberty loans and the 
Victory loan, $18.472.821.600 was out-
